Decatur for-the moro satisfaototy treat- 
ment of afflicted women in the city and 
from a distance, has long been felt, and 
therefore the gentlemen named, who are 
all well known in this and other communi- 
ties as physicians and surgeons of ac- 
knowledged skill and respectability, con- 
ceived the idea of providing the city with 
a first-class Sanitarium, such as has been 
partially ^described. 
Here any woman 


who is afflicted and desires skilled treat- 
ment, aud even better nursing aud atten- 
tion than if she were at her own home, 
can be accommodated on the payment of 
reasonable charges for services rendered. 
The Sisters of St. Francis, from St. Mary's 
Hospital, have beeu engaged to attend 
patients who may go to the Sanitnrinm 
for treatment, and all patients will be 
provided with meals prepared by nurses 
whose lives are devoted to caring for the 
sick.

Those Showy Brass Placques. 


The admiring attention of hundreds oi 


Decatur and country people has been at- 
tracted for many days to objects of spe- 
cial interest displayed attractively in one 
of the show windows at O. E. Curtis & 
Co.'s jewelry establishment. Yesterdaj 
afternoon the curious crotvds congrega- 
ted in fron t of the window again and com- 
mented on the display. A reporter passed 
iu search of an item and stepping inside 
he secured a description of the articles, 
which are custly bronzes aud bronze and 
brass placquee, ou each of which are 
carved ancient historical subjects aud 
events. One is a massive bronze shield 
of Henry II; another a large bronze 
placque of Francis III, of France; u 
third is a handsome brass placque of 
Madame de Maiatenon, second wife of 
Louis XIV, Though never sitting upon 
the throne of France, history tells us she 
exerted a powerful influence over the pol- 
itics of her day. The fourth is iv large 
polished brass placque representing the 
siege of Jerusalem. A very large bronze 
placque sliows the city of Athens iu the 
centre, with 
the besieging army of 


Xerses surrounding the same. Another 
is an immense silver bronze shield, the 
subject of which the reporler was unable 
to learn. The*e shields and plc.cqnes 
were brought here from the east by Mr. 
Curtis, and will doubtless soon serve to 
adorn rooms iu several Decatnr mansions.

_ THE DEAD NESTOR. 


Biographical Sketch of the 


Thurlow "Weed. 


Late 


Thurlow \VVod, the Nestor of Am- 


erican jourrialiiin, was born on Nov. 
15, 1797, at Catskill, Greene county, 
N. Y., whither Lib parents had emi- 
grated from Stamford, Cone. Joel 
Weed, his father, was a worthy, hon- 
est, indiibtrions carman, who, despite 
his best efforts, WHS often in jail for 
debt, and among the earliest boyish 
recollections of young Thurlow were 
hie visits to his father when in con- 
finement, or ''on the limits." 
There 


was little or no schooling for the 
children of the poor in the early days 
of the Republic, and young Thurlow 
at an oarly ago was helping to earn 
/noney to .support the family. 
He 


found occasional employment in ritij- 
ning erninds and doing odd jobs, 
and when about 10 years of age be- 
gan to shift for himself. 
He became 


first a cabin-boy and then a deck- 
hand on bourd the Muop Jefl'erson, 
and afterwardb on tin* sloop Ranger. 
He spent uu entire summer in this 


way, 
earning a IVw dollars a month, 


which were clii'prfiilly sent home. 
.In the winter of 1S08 Joel Weed 
moved his family further west, to 
Ciucinnatus. Cortland county, N. Y, 
While hero Wood enjoyed the advan- 
tage of a few months' schooling in 
the rudiments at thi* littlo country 
school-house, and improved every 
opportunity to satisfy his growing 
passion for reading. 
In the winter 


of 1811 he attained the hight of his 
ambition when his proffered services 
were accepted as an apprentice in the 
office of a small weekly newspaper 
called the Lyn.r, published by Theo- 
dore 0. Fay, at Onondaga Hollow, 
Onondaga county, N. Y. 
At iirst 


the tall, strong, awkward boy was 
assigned to the laborious task of 
"treading pelts" and pulling ut the 
old Kamagc press. 
But liesoouro.se 


from apprentice to journpymau, and 
trudging on foot from town to town 
obtained employment in one print- 
ing-oflicc after another. 


His thst experience as an oditor 


was in ISIS, soon aftor his marriage, 
wliHu ho founded a weekly paper in 
(Jhenango county. In 1821 ho be- 
came connected with the Manilas 
Tint!1*, and a \ ear or two afterwards 
be(',im>> assistant editor of the Ko- 
chpstor Ti'ti'^i'ttiili. 
In 
182) he was 


olostod to the, assembly—the only 
office he nvor held. 
Dni'iiig his sin- 


gle year's sorvieo in the legislature 
h« displayed tho skill fur political 
manipulation 
which

througli his management the, logis-

Returning to .Rochester lie be- 


came, editor and LmlE owner of the 
Tcleyvpli. whose circulation and in- 
fluence was steadily increasing. 


Tho anti Masonic excitement which 


succeeded the disappearance of Wm. 
Morgan, soon afterwards, revolution- 
ized tho politics of New York, and 
by general consent Mr. Weed was 
chosen to take charge of the organ 
of 
tlii- 
auti Masons, the 
Albany 


KiviniKj Journal, which made its 
first appearance Nov. 22, 1830. and 
immediately sprang into prominence 
and influence. 
During the lifetime 


of the anti Masonic party Mr. Weed 
was its acknowledged head, but like 
many other ventures of a similar na- 
ture in tho political field it was short- 
lived, and 
finally dropped out of 


tight, and the Whig party became 
the chief opponent of the Jackson 
and Van Buren Democracy. It was 
about this time that the famous tri- 
umvirate 
of 
Seward. AVeotl 
and 


(SreelBy was formed, and became a 
controlling power in New York poli- 


Mr. Weed was the organizer 


Harrison, in 1840. From that time 
on until the death of the Whig party 
Mr. Weed was the central figure in 
state and national politics, and did 
much during those years to direct 
public attention to the encroach- 
ments of the slave power. 
When 


the times became ripe for the organ- 
ization of a new party he was ready, 
and at once threw his powerful influ- 
ence and abilities into the work of 
building up the infant Republican 
party. 
In i850, at the first national 


convention of the now party, whon 
Gov. Ueward was generally suggest- 
ed as the candidate, it was Mr. 
Weed's 
superior foresight 
which 


brought about a different result. He 
well knew that it would not be pos- 
sible for the new party to elect its 
candidate, and he was not willing 
O 


that his life-long friend and associate 
should be sacrificed. He therefore 
induced the New York delegation to 
support General Fremont, who was 
nominated. The labors of Mr. Weed, 
however, bore abundant fruit that 
campaign, the Empire state giving 
80,000 majority for the Republican 
ticket. 


The new party continued to grow 


and gain strength, and Mr. Weed, 
thinking that the campaign of I860 
would surely bring victory, bent all 
his energies to secure the nomination 
of Mr. Seward. 
The defeat of bis 


friend by the unknown rail-splitter 
of Illinois was a severe blow, but 
Mr. Weed went to Springfield to 
interview Mr. Lincoln, and came 
away, after an interview of tivo hours, 
thoroughly convinced of the fitness 
of the candidate for the high duties 
of the presidency. 
Early iu 1801, 


upon invitation of Mr. Lincoln, an- 
other visit was made by Mr. Weed,

Mr. Weed put 
the situation so forcibly, appealing 
to Mr. Bennett's judgment and tohi's 
sense of duty, us an influential jour 
nalist, to tho Go\ernment and the 
Union, that the Jlt-mkl came out tho 
next day as a strong Union paper. 
Soon after this Mr. Weed was sent 
to Europe, in company with Arch 
bishop Hughes, commissioned by tho 
president to do what they could to 
avert the dreaded intervention of 
England and France in the affairs of 
the United States. 
This was prob- 


ably the most important and inter- 
esting episode in the life of the groat 
journalist, and though the story of 
his labors is too long to rehearse 
here, it can all be summed up in the 
statement that his delicate mission 
was an entire success. 


Mr. 
Weed retired from active 


journalism in 1803, and has since 
lived in retirement in New York, but 
has maintained a lively interest in 
all public questions, and has fre- 
quently favored the metropolitan 
press with his views on the topics of 
the day and with reminiscences. 
In 


1872 he returned to active politics 
for" a brief time, and showed that his 
name bad not lost its old-time cun- 
ning by springing the name of Gen. 
John A. Dix on the Republican State 
Convention and securing his nomi- 
nation for Governor by a skillfully 
plsiuned stampede. 
The wisdom of 


his selection was demonstrated by 
the triumphant election of the whole 
Republican ticket. 
On March 22, 


1880, he once more assumed the edi 
itorship of the Journal—for one day 
— on the occasion of the celebration 
of the fiftieth anniversary 
of its 


foundation. 
He leaves three daugh 


ters, Mrs. William Barnes, of Albany, 
N. Y.; Mrs. James AJden, of Morris- 
ania, N. Y.; and Miss Harriet Weed, 
whobns been his constant companion 
since the death of his wife, about thir- 
ty years ago. He leaves an estate es- 
timated at over one million of dol 
lars.

Saloon Doors Locked with Sealing 
Wax. 


From the Hartford (Con n.) Times. 


The Wayland liquor law,, passed 


by the last legislature, requires that 
all access to a saloon from a dwelling 
in the same building shall be closed, 
but it does not demand that the 
doors leading into other parts of the 
building not used for dwelling pur- 
poses shall be closed. 
The object is 


to stop illegal selling on Sunday by 
means of private entrances. 
An ex- 


amination of the premises of appli- 
cants for license will be made by the 
prosecuting agent without cost to 
them, and upon matters being ar- 
ranged to the agent's satisfaction, he 
gives the petitioner a note to that ef- 
fect to the county 
commissioners. 


The seal which he has adopted is ef- 
fectual and ingenious, and yet very 
simple. He takes a slip of stout pa- 
per about an inch in length, bearing 
his signature, tacks it on the door- 
casing, and closes the door, the pa- 
per is then lapped over on the inside 
of the door, and a lon>^ screw driven 
obliquely ' through into the easing; 
this is covered with sealing-wax and 
stamped with a seal about the size 
of a 25'cent piece, a regular Chinese 
puzzle, aud which seems impossible 
to counterfeit. If the door is opened 
not only is the seal destroyed, but 
tho paper is broken and detection is 
sure. 
By the law any person open- 


ing the door renders "himself liable 
to have his licence revoked, and 
thereby lose his fees. 
About fifty 


doors have been thus sealed so far. 
and thero are nearly twice as many- 
yet to look after.

coolness, shooting at his assailant 
no loss than five times before ho wni 
captured, and not until his rnothei 
and two children had boon removed 
from tho house and a portion thereof; ' 
was blazing with fire did the militia 
capture their man," 
He was sent to

deliver Niles up to some* enthusiastic 
citizens of Lee county who desired 
to hang him.
